1. GENERAL 


This summary, issued by the Commonwealth Statistician (Dr. Roland Wilson), 
covers the operations of the Unemployment and Sickness Benefits Act, 1944, during 
the month of August, 1946. 


The Act provides for the payment of benefit to persons whose normal 
earnings have been interrupted through unemployment or temporary incapacity. 
The Act also provides a third class of benefit - designated Special Benefit - 
which gives a measure of assistance to those persons who, on account of some 
Special circumstances, cannot comply with the statutory requirements relating to 
unemployment or sickness benefit, and who are prevented from earning a livelihood 
and are in need. 


The rate of benefit per week is 25 shillings for a married person or 
an unmarried adult, plus 20 shillings for a dependent spouse and 5 shillings if 
the claimant has the custody, care and control of one or more children under 16 
years of age. Thus the maximum benefit is £2.10. 0 per week. For unmarried 
juveniles the rate of benefit is 15 shillings if under 18 years and 20 shillings 
if 18 and under 21 years. 


A claimant is allowed a certain income without the rate of benefit 
being affected. Beyond this allowable amount, the rate is reduced by the amount 
of the excess income. 


The numbers of recipients of benefit do not embrace the total unemploy- 
ment. and sickness in the community. Unemployment or sickness of less than geven 
days' duration is not covered due to the provision in the Act of 4 "waiting 
period” of this length of time during which no benefit is payable. Permanent 
incapacity is not included as this is covered by the Invalid and Old Age Pensions 
Act. The application of the "means test" excludes another group from benefit. 


The number of "persons on benefit" in this summary relates to principal 
beneficiaries who would normally be breadwinners. Dependents of such bene- 
ficiaries are not included. 


The information contained in this bulletin has been compiled from data 
made available by the Department of Social Services. 


Due to delay in the receipt of information in respect of some bene- 
ficiaries, the figures are preliminary and subject to revision. This applies 
particularly to discontinuances and results in persons on benefit at the end of 
the month being overstated.

The rise in November, 1945, unemployment figures was due mainly to industriel 
trouble in the steel industry in New South Wales. Power rationing, arising from a 
strike in the coal industry, accounted for the sharp rise in December, 1945 and this 
was confined almost entirely to New South Wales (where the number on benefit increased 
from 813 at end of November to 30,724 at the end of December, 1945), and South Aus- 
tralia (from 107 to 7,631). Most of these power rationing cases resumed work during 
January, 1946. Commencing in December, 1945, seasonal unemployment in the sugar and 
meat industries in Queensland was responsible for most of the rise from January to 
March, 1946 (the number on unemployment benefit in Queensland increased from 199 at 
end of November, 1945 to 2,829 at end of March, 1946). Industrial trouble in the 
meat industry in Queensland from the end of March to early July, 1946, was mainly 
responsible for the steady rise from Avril to June, 1946 (the number on unemployment 
benefit in Queensland reached 4,222 at the end of June, 1946) although unfavourable 
conditions in Western Australia culminating in broakdown of power plant contributed to 
a lesser extent (the number on unempioyment benefit in Western Australia reached 
1,854 at the end of June, 1946).

Of the 9,176 benefits discontinued during August, 1946, 2,713 (30 per cent.) 
were in receipt of benefit for five weeks and over, 3,207 (35 per cent.) for four weeks 
and over, 3,863 (42 per cent.) for three weeks and over, 4,705 (51 per cent.) for two 
weeks and over, 7,403 (81 per cent.) for one week and over, whilst 1,773 (19 per cent.) 
received benefit for less than one week. 


Average duration of unemployment benefits discontinued was shorter than that 
of sickness. Twenty-five per cent. of unemployment and 9 per cent. of sickness cases 
were in receipt of benefit for less than one week,whilst for durations of less than 
three weeks the percentages were 70 and 37 per cent. respectively.

(ii) Reasons for Cessation: Of the 5,892 cases of unemployment benefit terminated 
during August, 1946, 5,620 (95.4 per cent.) secured employment or failed to report 
(which in most cases means that the beneficiary has resumed employment without advising 
the Department of Social Services), i129 (2.2 per cent.) transferred to Sickness Benefit, 
or to another district and 40 (0.7 per cent.) transferred to Rehabilitation Allowance.

Of the 3,221 cases of sickness benefit terminated, /(86.3 per cent.) recovered 
from their illness and presumably resumed employment, 152 (4.7 per cent.) transferred 
to Unemployment Benefit or to another district, 148 (4.6 per cent.) were classified as 
permanently incapacitated, which in practically every case means that they were 
transferred to Invalid Pension, and 47 (1.5 per cent.) died.

The above table shows that She incidence of unemployment and sickness 
amongst males is greater in the higher age groups, 59 per cent. of the unemployment 
and 60 per cent. of the sickness cases occurring in ages of 40 years and over. The 
decline in numbers of females over the age of 24 years is due to the smaller numbers 
in employment in these groups, through large numbers quitting their employment on 
marriage.

Discharges and lay-offs are separations on the initiative of the cmployer, 
the broad distinction being that a discharge is final and there is no likelihood of the 
person being re-engaged, at least in the near future. 4 lay-off is a separation of a 
temporary nature with the idea that the job will be available again for the employee as 
soon as circumstances permit. 


Quits are séparatians which take place on the initiative of the employee. 


This classification was adopted as from ist July, 1946. Many benefits 
admitted prior to this date could not be allocated to either discharges or lay-offs 
because of an inadequate reason being stated. They have been included under the head 
"inadequately defined". The numbers under this head will diminish as these benefits 
are discontinued. 


Practically all of the power rationing casés shown as admitted to benefit in 
the above table relate to Queensland and are delayed advices which should have been 
included in July, 1946.
